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To  all  who  are  interested  in  Samuel  Pepfm — 

The  Pep^  hiuo  Eiblioi^raphy,  which  is  serif  here* 
with,  IS  (lie  outvome  of  many  years  spent  in  colleet' 
in0,  the  hooks  which  it  inchides.  At  the  time  of 
writing,  there  are  two  hundred  and  twenty  items, 
^vliicli  should  he  compared  with  the  twenty -five  of 
the  original  edition  of  the  Cambridge  History  of 
Fjv^lish  l^itcniture.  Its  scope  is  therefore  much 
M'idcr  than  that  of  anything  which  has  appeared  up 
to  ihc  present, 

I   have  two  objects  in  view  in  distributing  this 

Bihlio^niphv:-- -  First,  to  help  the  Pepysian  student 

to  find  convcniciith'  what  has  been  written;  and 
secondly,  to  scare  the  hack  journalist.  It  is  usually 
considered  necessary,  when  writing  for  the  Press^ 
that  the  writer  should  have  some  knowledge  of  his 
suhicct,  hut  a  notable  exception  seems  to  made  in  /[  ^ 
tlie  case  of  Pepys.  It.  w(mld  seem  that  most  editors 
in  this  Qijuntry  have  the  idea  that  any  young  man, 
vi  If li  a  public  school  education,  who  has  taken  a 
posfiil  c(H.irse  in  JournaUsm  and  has  read  an  abridg- 
ed edition  of  the  Diary,  is  qualified  to  instruct  his 
fellow^s  on  any  aspect  of  Pepys.  Many  newspaper 
articles  iuight  well  have  been  **  read  up  "  between 
tec!  and  dinner;  and  written  between  dinner  and 
bedtime.  At  the  hegmning  of  this  year,  at  the  time 
^of  (be  Pcpv^  Tercentenary,  a  Press  Cutting  Agency 
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almost  oven/vbeimed  me  with  a  daily  avalanche  of 

Pepysmn  cuttings,  most  of  which  should  never  have 
been  wrkteih  Out  of  mi  aere^  or  so.  of  oulpaurin^^ 
in  honour  of  Pepys,  not  one  siiuarc  yard  of  tbcni 
was  worth  the  very  inferior  paper  on  which  they 
were  printed,  I  have  spent  considerable  time  in 
pointing  out  the  nunwrous  errors  to  be  found  in  al- 
most everything  that  has  been  written  about  JVp}  s, 
hut  my  experience  is  that  it  is  very  exceptional  for 
any  correction  to  be  made  of  what  has  appeared  in 
a  newspaper^  unless  the  fake  statement  may  cause 
a  libel  action,  when  the  aggrieved  person  can  have 
almost  any  soapy  correction  he  cares  to  demand. 
Where  Pepys  is  concerned,  misleading  thousands  or 
millions  of  readers  is  a  trivial  matter  in  comparison 
with  eUmbing  down. 

It  seems  to  me  the  height  of  impudence  for 
those  who  think  that  Pepys  was  horn  at  Brampton, 
or  that  he  wrote  his  Diary  in  a  cipher  of  his  o^^'o 
invention^  or  that  he  accompanied  Mountagu  to  f  lie 
Sound  in  1659,  or  that  he  was  at  the  Admiralty 
durmg  the  Diary  period^  to  write  about  Pepys  at 
a//,  but  all  these  archaic  heresies  have  been  repeat- 
ed several  times  during  the  present  year.  I  am  send- 
ing a  copy  of  this  letter  and  Bibliography  fci  many 
editors  of  newspapers^  in  the  hope  that  a  realisafmn 
of  the  extent  of  the  literature  that  should  be  known 
to  any  writer  on  Pepys,  may  make  them  far  more 
careful  in  their  choice  of  writers  on  this  eternal 
subject.  They  might  also  use  a  little  more  care  in 
ehoosmg  their  reviewers.  For  some  years  past,  few 
reviews  of  Pepysian  books  have  shown  any  liiicnv- 
iedge  of  the  subject^  apart  from  that  which  has  been 
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hastily  acquired  from  the  hook  under  renew.  It 
defeats  the  niiole  idea  of  book-reviewing^  when  a 
worthless  hook  is  given  an  appreciative  notice  for 
the  sole  reason  that  its  writer  must  avoid  being  in- 
volved  in  an  argument  in  which  he  might  expose 
his  limitations  too  openly. 

It  should  not  be  supposed  that  a  mere  readmg 
of  the  accumulated  Pepysian  literature  confers  the 
right  to  pose  as  an  authority.  The  regrettable  truth 
is  that  so  many  incompetent  writers  have  so  regU' 
larly  copied  not  only  all  the  old  errors  dating  back 
to  1724,  but  also  those  of  more  recent  fabrication. 
I  would  almost  liken  the  Pepysian  literature  to  an 
Augean  Stable  in  which  foot  and  mouth  disease  has 
broken  out;  and  just  as  an  official  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  would  order  the  indis' 
criminate  slaughter  of  all  the  animals^  affected  or 
not,  so  an  official  of  the  Ministry  of  Vericulture  and 
Pcpy scries  should  order  the  indiscriminate  destruc* 
lion  of  all  that  has  been  written  about  Pepys.  An 
order  sh(mld  also  be  made  prohibiting  the  pufc/ica- 
tioii  of  anything  about  Pepys  for  a  space  of  thirty 
vcar^.  On  the  expiratmn  of  this  stand-still  order^ 
file  fiexf  generation  would  have  the  opportunity  of 
niaking  a  new  and  healthy  start  with  an  honest  ecf- 
ilioii  of  file  Dmry, 

Very  few  seem  to  know  the  truth  about  the 
luulilation  to  whicli  the  Diary  has  been  subjected. 
I  he  eoinpletc  work  consists  of  about  1,330^000 
words.  Of  these,  Lord  Braybrooke's  first  and  sec- 
and  editions  contained  360,000;  that  is^  about  27 
per  cent  of  the  whole.  So  long  ago  as  1848  it  was 
realised  (hat  he  had  overdone  his  mutilation,  for  in 


tiuit  year  he  produced  his  **  considerably  enlarged  " 
third  edition,  consisting  of  not  less  than  600,000 
words,  or  45  per  cent  of  the  whole !  It  seems  to 
me  bad  enough  that  this  enlarged  fragment  should 
be  sold  to-day  as  "  Pepys'  Diary  ",  but  what  can  be 
said  of  three  publishers  who  are  actually  stdl  re- 
printing Braybrooke's  original  edition  ?  It  is  very 
curious  to  reflect  that  the  Law  deals  severely  with 
a  tradesman  who  sells  fifteen  ounces  as  a  pound, 
but  apparently  has  not  the  slightest  objection  to  a 
mere,  badly  selected,  27  per  cent  being  sold  to  the 
uninformed  public  as  "  Pepys'  Diar>'  "  without  any 

qualification.  ^ 

Mynors  Bright's  edition  consisted  of  930,000 
words,  or  about  70  per  cent  of  the  whole.  This 
edition  has  long  been  out  of  copyright,  but  has  not 
been  reprinted,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that,  so  far  as  it 
goes,  it  is  the  most  accurate  printed  text  that  has 
yet  appeared.  I  suppose  the  attitude  is  : —  //  the 
unsuspecting  and  apathetically  complacent  public 
will  readily  swallow  45,  or  even  27,  per  cent  of  a 
diary  as  the  whole,  why  trouble  to  give  it  70  per 

cent? 

Wheatley*s  edition,  which  is  about  99  per  cent 
of  the  whole,  may  be  described  as  making  up  by  its 
quantity  for  the  defects  of  its  quality. 

FtnaUy,  in  mv  most  diffident  manner,  I  should 
tike  to  suggest  that  parodies  of  the  Diary  are  get- 
ting a  litde  more  than  a  trifle  played-out.
